Articles of incorporation of the Penn 
Mining Company have been filed with 
the county clerk. This company is in­ 
corporated under the laws of Wyom­ 
ing, with its principal place of busi­ 
ness a t Cheyenne, Wyoming. 
The ob­ 
ject of the company is to do a general 
mining and ore reduction 
business, 
and prospect and exploit mines in the 
counties of Amador anti Calaveras; to 
treat ores of copper, gold, silver, etc. 
The capital stock is $250,000 divided 
into 250,000 shares of $1 each. 
The 
three directors named 
for the 
first 
year are Charles Loughridge, Mel H. 
Loughbridge and William Mcllvane. 


It is proverbial that politicianns of 
the professional sort are the last ob­ 
servers to awake to a full realization 
of the tren of

A TERRIBLE A FATAL 
MISFORTUNE 


Mule 
Viciously 
Bites 
Dan 
Bona 
of 
Drytown 


A shocking affair happened 
near 
Drytown last Friday, resulting in the 
severe crippling of Dan Bona, the pro­ 
prietor of the butcher shop at Dry­ 
town. 
It seems that Bona and his son 
repaired to the slaughter house, which 
is on the Garibaldi ranch a short dis­ 
tance from town. 
While employed at 
the slaughter house the threshing out­ 
fit of John Crambert, which had been 
working on the ranch, got through’ 
and a wagon to which a pair of mules 
were attached, driven by an Itailan 
was leaving the ground. 
In passing 
through the gate by the roadside, the 
wagon became cramped on account of 
a sharp turn, and was overturned. 
One of the mules was thrown to the 
ground, and became mixed up in the 
lines. 
Bona and his son saw the ac­ 
cident from the slaughterhouse, and at 
once repaired to the scene to render 
assistance. 
Dan Bona set to work to 
free the struggling mule from the line 
entanglements, so as to enable it to 
get on its feet. 
While so engaged the mule grabbed 
Bona’s right leg with his teeth in a 
vicious manner, and continued holding 
on, moving this jaws as though chew­ 
ing hay. 
Bona was powerless to ex 
trícate himself. The driver and others 
used every method to make the brute 
let go, but in vain. 
Meantime the 
cries of Bona to be liberated 
were 
heartrending, and it was suggested 
as a last resort to kill the 
mule. 
Finally, however, a stout stick was 
secured, and this was thrust into the 
mules mouth above the point where 
his jaws were working on the human 
flesh, and a prieing movement on the 
stick was effectual in forcing the jaws 
apart, and causing the animal’s grip 
on Bona’s leg to relax. 
I t was seen at once that Bona had 
sustained serious injury. 
The flesh of 
the back part of the leg, midway be­ 
tween the heel and knee, was torn and 
lacerated badly, and six deep wounds 
showed where the teeth of the mule 
w ere driven far into the flesh. 
Bona was conveyed to his home 
as soon as possible, and Dr. Lnych of 
Amador was summoned. 
The doctor 
dressed the wounds, and the patient is 
doing as well as could be expected. 
He has been confined to his bed since 
the occurrence, and it will be several 
weeks, under the most favorable con­ 
ditions, before he will be able to a t­ 
tend to his business. 
The mule after being extricated was 
as tractable as usual. 
It is not a 
vicious animal, and little trouble had 
been experienced with it before.

Mary E. Buffington Passed 
to Her Final Rest on 
Wednesday 


Mrs Mary E. 
Buffington 
passed 
aw ay at her home on Summit street on 
Wednesday morning last, at eleven 
o ’clock. 
She was sm itten with paraly­ 
sis about two weeks ago, and had been 
in feeble health long previous to that

years. 
F or four or five days prior to her 
death, she was unconscious, unable to

spirit, and bore her 
troubles 
with 
Christian fortitude. 
She leaves two 
brothers, Charles Meek 
and 
Janies 
Meek, 
both of 
Jackson, 
and 
one 
sister, Mrs Barrett, of Lincoln, who 
cam e up at the outset of her last ill­ 
ness, and nursed her to the end.

ACCIDENT 


Woman 
Killed 
in Run 
Away and Child 
Badly Hurt 


A 
lamentable and fatal 
accident 
happened Tuesday afternoon, on the 
main road between Amador City and 
Drytown. 
Mrs M. Gardner was re­ 
turning homeward from a visit 
to 
friends at Martell, in a one horse 
buggv, accompanied by her only child, 
a boy about seven or eight years old. 
It was about half-past four o’clock 
when they reached the top of 
the 
grade 
beyond 
Amador 
City, 
and 
started down the steep grade toward 
Ranchería creek—the m ost dangerous 
p art of the journey, the road being 
narrow in places and the grade heavy. 
Exactly how the accident occurred is 
not known. 
Z. P. Smith, president of 
the Berkeley Business College, and A. 
B. 
Harrison, a real estate man of 
Oakland, were in a buggy a short dis­ 
tance behind Mrs Gardner, and wit­ 
nessed the accident. 
I t is supposed 
th a t the breeching-strap or some other 
p art of the harness broke. 
At any 
rate, in commencing to descend the 
hill, the horse became unmanageable, 
and started at a furious pace down the 
grade. 
After going 
some 
distance 
the buggy probable collided with the 
bank, or some obstruction in the road­ 
way, and the sudden jo lt at such high 
speed 
threw 
both occupants 
out, 
pithing forward with great violence. 
Mr Smith and Mr H arrison hastened 
to the point, and with others rendered 
w hat assistance was possible. 
Mrs 
Gardner must have struck on her face, 
as her features were shockingly dis­ 
figured. 
She 
was breathing when 
picked up, although unconscious. 
A 
litte r was quickly 
secured, but she 
breathed her 
last before she was 
conveyed from the sceneof the fatality 
It is thought that her neck was broken 
by the force of the concussion. 
The boy was severely injured also, 
and was unconscious when picked up. 
H is skull was fractured in two places. 
Dr. Lynch was summoned, and after 
an examination concluded that the 
child’s injuries are 
not 
necessarily 
fatal. 
At last accounts he was living, 
and strong hopes are held out that he 
will recover. 
Reports have been circulated that 
the horse was frightened by an auto, 
also that a traveler in the opposite 
direction started the runaway. 
All 
such stories are without foundation, so 
the only eye witnesses of the tragedy 
assert. 
Mrs Gardner was 32 years of age 
H or maiden name was Kuchenbecker, 
her parents 
formerly 
occupying 
a 
ranch above Amador. 
Her husband, 
M. 
Gardner, is 
renting 
the 
Ford 
ranch, near Quartz mountain, and to 
this point she was proceeding when 
the runaway took place. 
Mr Gardner 
is employed at the Original Amador 
mine in Amador City. 
Besides her 
husband and child, M rs Gardner leaves 
a mother, who was a t Lake Tahoe 
when the sad tragedy was enacted, 
also a brother and other relatives to 
mourn her untimely and tragic end.

the free gold that has been set free by 
oxidization extending over a number 
of years.

T here is no internal dissension on the 
republican side worth mentioning, and^none likely to crop up 
to interfere with the prospects. 
On th e other hand the local 
democracy is badly broken up, with chances favoring that 
the strife will increase in bitterness as the campaign waxes 
older. 
Beyond mere party considerations, there is a wide-spread 
feeling of dissatisfaction at county management 
of 
late 
years. 
Autocratic methods have been followed— the inevit­ 
able outcome of long-continued domination by one party, 
The servant has arrogated the role of master and dictator. 
The burdens of the taxpayers have increased to an extent 
that is positively oppressive, and without adequate reason 
therefor. 
W ho will dispute the proposition that the county 
government if conducted with the sam e regard for economy 
as ordinary private business is transacted, might be carried 
on at a material reduction of cost, and without any impair­ 
ment of efficiency. 
A t least some o f this extravagance is 
easily traceable to partyism , and the “don’t care’’ spirit that 
has become rampant in connection therewith. 
T hese things 
appeal to the self-interest of every taxpayer for a change. 
We are .very much m istaken if these matters are not accord­ 
ed due w eight by m any of our citizens at the forthcoming 
election. 


The suppression of the Jefferies-Johnson fight pictures on 
the ground the exhibition would tend to incite riots and race 
prejudice may be sound policy, especially throughout the 
Southern States where the colored population is strong. But 
the plea of shutting them out on purely moral and legal 
grounds is difficult to fathom. 
It is n ot probable that this 
fuss over the motion pictures would have been raised had 
the white instead of the negro gladiator proved the victor at 
Reno. 
O f all the hollow reasons given for tabooing the pic­ 
tures that given by San Francisco’s mayor is entitled to the 
palm for downright silliness. 
He contends that inasm uch 
as the prize fight itself was a crime under California law, 
the reproduction of the fight by the motion pictures m ust be 
equally under the ban of the law. 
If such argum ent is to 
pass m uster, it must logically follow that stage personifica­ 
tion cf crim e— the villain of the play— must also go. 
It is 
doubtful if even an account of a crim e iu the newspapers 
could 
be tolerated under this legal interpretation. 
The 
motion pictures of crim es and figlus are no doubt demoral­ 
izing and should be subjected to a strict public censorship, 
but there is nothing to be gained iu goin g to the absurd ex­ 
treme of branding the shadow as on a par with the substance 
iu its crim inal aspect. 


The *' village blacksm ith’’ is bound to cut quite a figure 
iu local politics from now ou. 
Between two forges, fires and 
anvils, someone ought to get pretty well flattened out in 
this campaign.

One of the succeasful devices for 
dim inishing London’s sm oke seems to 
be th e "C alo m er" of S herrard Cow-

This sim ple apparatus is described as 
form ed of a number o f quadrants of 
special m aterial 
having 
very 
high 
pow er of absorbing and transm itting 
heat, and when these are arranged as 
a com bustion chamber behind the fire, 
the effect is to m aintain a mean tem ­ 
peratu re above that needed to burn all 
gases and smoke. 
N o steam 
jets, 
m echanical 
appliances 
or 
special 
g rate s 
are 
required. 
Automatic 
d rau g h t regulation may be used, and 
this in some cases has contributed to­ 
ward th e 8 to 12 per cen t of economy 
gained (from the same 
fuel. 
In the 
tests m ade, a charge in th e furnace of 
three tim es the usual am ount of refuse 
slack coal failed to show the slightest 
trace o f smoke at the 
chimney top. 
N ot only is it affirmed th a t no carbon 
or g ases can escape com plete combus­ 
tion, b u t it is claimed th a t the even 
tem p eratu re maintained g reatly lessens 
the v ary in g strain on th e plates of the 
boiler heated by the furnace. 
G re at sunspots seem to cool 
the 
earth 20 tim es as much a s can be ac­ 
counted for by the decrease in radia­ 
tion fro m .the dark spots themselves, 
and D r. 
W. J. H um phreys, of the 
U nited S tates W eather B ureau, points 
out th a t this may be explained by a 
change .in the power of th e e a rth ’s at­ 
m osphere to absorb and retain heat. 
This pow er is 
variously 
influenced 
by sunspots. 
The d ark spots must 
dim inish 
the 
ultra v io le t 
radiation 
reaching the earth, and this would 
lessen th e ozone in the u p p e r air, but, 
on th e other hand, 
sunspots increase 
auroras, and these tend to 
produce 
ozone. 


F ab ric from nettles is not a new 
product, but the snow -w hite mass of 
fiber o f a Vienna firm indicates that 
the g u m s and w aste 
can 
now 
be 
separated on a com m ercial scale. 
Be­ 
tw een cotton and linen in m erits, the 
fiber should be cheaper th a n either as 
nettles can be readily grow n in vast 
quantities on many places. 


A utom atic stability of th e aeroplane 
—a troublesom e and im p o rtan t pro­ 
blem— is claimed to have been 
ach­ 
ieved by 
Lieut. J. 
W . 
Dunne, 
a 
B ritish aeronaut. 
His m achine is an 
odd looking biplane, and is especially 
rem arkable in being w ith o u t a tail and- 
having no steering surfaces, or rudders 
except tw o small steering flaps hinged 
to the re a r extrem ities o f the upper 
surface fo r altering the course during 
flight. 
The carrying planes, crescent­ 
shaped in plan, are curved 
sharply 
backw ard. 
They have a double curva­ 
ture, and it is claimed th a t this gives 
the autom atic stability. 
The late test 
at Sheppy seems to have been very 
satisfactory. 
A fter a sh o rt run the 
m achine left the ground, and at 
a 
height o f about 60 fe e t it made a 
flight o f two milek, w ithout the touch­ 
ing ot a lever or a wheel by the avia­ 
tor, and m aintaining absolute equili­ 
brium. 
W ith a carrying surface of 560 
square feet, the entire machine, in­ 
cluding its 50 horse-power Green en­ 
gine, w eighs 1700 pounds. 


F o restry in the P hilippine Islands 
has been given much a tte n tio n since 
the A m erican occupation, and most of 
the 
fo re sts 
have 
been 
thoroughly 
classified, estim ated and m apped. 
The 
virgin fo re st area is sta te d by H. 
N. 
W hitford, chief 'o f [.the Investigation 
Division of the Forestry Bureau, to 
com prise 25,000,000 acres w ith 200 bil­ 
lion board feet of tim ber. 
The high- 
priced cabinet woods, though impor­ 
tant an d valuable, do n o t hold 
the 
leading place usually assigned them, 
and the g rea t wealth is in the cheaper 
stru ctu ral tim bers, such a s can be used 
in place of the Oregon pine, Baltic fir, 
etc., o f Europe and A m erica. 
Dr. 
W hitford favors a plan fo r exploring 
other tro p ical forests, believing that 
they w ill reveal a tim ber wealth be­ 
yond all dream s so far entertained. 


B utterfly farming, 
fo r 
supplying 
entom ologists with specim ens, 
is 
a 
curious industry said to hav e developed 
in F ran ce and elsewhere 
in 
Europe. 
One establishm ent is located on the 
southeast of London. 
T nis covers an 
acre o r more, and has 
large green 
houses to give butterflies 
a 
home 
among plan ts and flowers, w ith cages 
of all sizes up to 10 feet square. 
The 
40,000 o r 50,000 caterpillars of early 
spring are changed 
in 
summ er 
to 
butterflies of every conceivable color. 
A ssistants 
collect ra ritie s in many 
places, and specimens sell a t one cent 


to $5.00 or $1.00 or m ore each. 


Anta are Still a p e t study of na ira- 
liata, and interesting new obaervationa 
have been made. 
The neat a of th e 
term ites, or white anta, of M adagaacar 
a re found by 
H. 
Jum elle and 
H. 
P erier to be mushroon gardens from 
3 
to 9H feet nigh, 
each having about 
20 chambera. 
T hese arc lined w ith 


wood granuleR, o ften brought a long 
diatance, and on th e wood thrivea a 
delicate mushroom 
of 
the 
species 
xylaire, forming 
cells 
and 
spores, 
w hich feed the young term ite larval 
and even the adults. 
When a nest is 
abandoned, the m ushroom s—no longer 
k e p t back—develop 
long 
filaments. 
A common ant of Dalm atia, Measor 
harbarus, ohtaina food from seeda and 
has been noticed by F. W. Neger, o f 
th e Forestry school a t Tharandt, n ear 
D resden to have th e singular custom 
o f backing it. 
Legum inous and o th er 
seeds are perm itted to germ inate ju a t 
enough to burBt th e ir outer coats, and 
a re then dried by the ants, 
w hich 
afterw ard chew 
them 
into 
dough. 
L ittle biscuitB of 
this 
dough 
are 
baked in the sun, 
then stored. 
The 
Oecophylla 
sm aragdina, 
a 
common 
tropical ant, is alread y reputed to use 
its silk-secreting larv ae as needle and 
thread for binding leaves into nests 
and E. Bugnion has been able to verify 
its tailoring feats. 
N esting in trees, 
th ese ants som etim es have difficulty in 
bringing the edges o f leaves together. 
In such cases, several ants—som etim es 
5 o r 6—form a living chain to bridge 
th e gap, and strive to bring the tw o 
leaves together. 
M any chains 
m ay 
w ork together for hours in the effort 
to join two leaves. 
Now we are told th a t our iron 
a re being eaten up by b acteria! 
rap id corrosion of unprotected 
in the soil has been investigated by R . 
H . Gaines, and he finds it due in p a rt 
to bacteria, certain species being p a r­ 
ticularly active. 
A n acid product e x ­ 
creted directly a tta c k s the iron, form ­ 
in g pits. There is also indirect action, 
due to acidity im parted to the soil, and 
perhaps to sulphur produced by r e ­ 
action on sulphates o f the soil. 
R e­ 
m edies are good drainage, and slaked 
lim e around the pipes. 
The new ship’s propeller of F. 
F . 
N orden, a Swede, ru n s in a com part­ 
m en t of the vessel’s stern, and is th u s 
protected from floating objects and 
m ade accessible fo r repairs w ithout 
docking. 
Increased speed and lessened 
vibration are also claim ed.

The destroyed building contained 
the accumulation of patterns for pro­ 
bably twenty years past, and the loss 
to the foundry can hardly be esti­ 
mated in dollars and cents as many 
of them cannot be replaced or dupli­ 
cated. The loss will probably sum close 
on to $100,000.—Angels Record.

The daily cross country stagle ine 
from Plymouth to Jackson has been 
discontinued since the first of the 
me nth.

Pear Tree Has Record 
The largest pear tree so far as 
known in California is in Placerville.

About one 
foot from the ground, just where the 
trunk proper begins, this tree meas­ 
ures six feet and nine inches in cir­ 
cumference.

The 
variety is what is known as “ dound" 
pears, and when fully grown the pears 
weigh frorq 2L¡ to 4 pounds each, 
according to season and prevailing 
conditions.

Ellery has so far filed papers from 
eleven counties, with a total of 1499 
names. Philip A. Stanton has hardly 
made a start,only two petitions having 
been received at the capitol, one each 
from San Francisco and Madera coun­ 
ties, with 458 signatures.
